The Russians reached that con­ 
clusion during a one-month tour 
of U.S. schools and universities. 
Inadequate was the description 
applied by Dr. Aleksei Ivanovich 
Markushevich, head of the nine- 
man delegation

conference Friday. 
He said that by Russian stand­ 
ards U.S. students would get fail­ 
ing m arks in m ath and science. 
But the Russians praised the 
general interest shown by Amer­ 
icans in the school system as well 
as their desire to “ provide a bet­ 
ter education for a larger num ­ 
ber of children.” 
M arkushevich said U.S. high 
school students apparently were 
given “easier” problems and ex­ 
ercises than those on the same 
level in the Soviet Union.

Fla. (UPI) — A smart little 
monkey with p l e n t y of 
stamina 
was 
shot 
1,700 
miles through space today 
but apparently died in the inter­ 
est of science in the wastes of the 
South Atlantic Ocean. 
The mission was called “com­ 
pletely successful” despite t h e 
loss of the space traveler. 
The monkey, named ‘ Little Old 
Reliable,” was a passenger in the 
nose cone of a Jupiter interm ed­ 
iate range missile that zipped 
probably 300 miles high and then 
plummeted back into the earth's 
atmosphere at 10,000 miles an 
hour. 
Ships and planes criss-crossed 
the ocean in the designated im­ 
pact area, south of Martinique, 
for hours looking for the nose 
cone and the little monkey, but 
finally the search was given up. 
Important Data Relayed 
Instrum ents tied to the monkey 
and which relayed information 
back to earth proved that pro­ 
longed weightlessness is of little 
harm to living creatures. 
The monkey chosen for the m is- 
Ision — the first American venture 
in which anything larger than a 
rat has been sent spaceward— 
was one of high intelligence and 
most of the emotions common to 
humans. It was regarded as an 
important experim ent leading to 
eventual space flights by man. 
Brig. Gen. J. A. Barclay, com­ 
m ander of the U.S. Army Ballis­ 
tic Missile Agency at Huntsville 
Ala., announced the search for the 
monkey had been abandoned. He 
said “ there appears to have been 
a m ishap” in recovery gear with 
which the nose cone was fitted. 
The failure in the nose cone ap­ 
parently sent it to the bottom of 
the ocean with its simian passen­ 
ger. 
Took 15 Minutes 
Barclay said earlier the nose 
cone landed about 15 minutes 
after its 4 a.m . blastoff at a spot 
about 1,700 miles down range from 
the Cape 
Canaveral launching 
site. 
The Army chose for the new 
venture into living space flights 
a danty, soft-haired little creature 
with a gentle family life and 
much the sam e anatomical m ake­ 
up as man. 
In a statem ent released by the 
Defense Departm ent, Navy Capt. 
Norman Lee B arr said the mon­ 
key’s breathing was slower than 
normal and slightly irregular dur­ 
ing takeoff. Pulse rate picked up 
as the rocket accelerated. 
But B arr said that after the 
missile soared beyond the pull of 
earth’s 
gravity, 
the 
monkey’s 
breathing and pulse rate returned 
to normal. 
Barr said the most signifcant 
finding from the monkey’s flight, 
recorded through instrum ents a t­ 
tached to the little beast's body, 
was that “ the prolonged gravity- 
free state does not produce sig­ 
nificant 
a d v e r s e physiologi­ 
cal change.”
